The polliteal history of tre world is one long continued story of struggle} 
towards the accomplishment af reforms—a never ending battle to overthrow 
existing evils and to right grievous wrong. Ffom the early dawn of history, 


under old despotic monarchies, up through the dark ages,” right down to the 
present time, nan has striven to better his condition, obtain his liberty, and 
defend and widen that liberty. 

But all too frequently in the attempts made to remove injustices and right 


‘existing wrongs, and in the methods employed to these ends, equally great 


injustice has been done, and even greater wrongs perpetrated, The history 

of the world affords numerous examples where, even in the name of religion,

terrible wrongs have been inflicted upon thousands of innocent people, and 

appalling injustice meted out. ’ 

Take the Russia of today as an example History records that for cen- 
turies under the absolute rule of the Czadrs people were downtrodden, liberty 
flouted, innocent men, women and children thrown {nto prison without trial, 
banished to Siberia, and put to death. Groaning under the burdens iniposed 
upon people, plot followed plot, Czars and Governors were assassinated, FAVO-:) 
lutions fomented. Finally, the revolutionares were successful, and a repub- 
lic set up. But whatis it? A republic of fanatics, whose leaders hold office 
through a reign of terror, under which liberty has become a by-word, and i 
whose excesses far exceed those of the later years of the Czardom. In other 
words, the cure is for’ the time being worse than the disease. 

In the first half ofthe last century it is hot to be denied that the workers 
of the World were underpaid, poorly housed and fed, and the conditions uimeder 
which they: were obliged to labor almost everything they should 71 be. 
Factories were unsanitary and-unsafe, often veritable firetraps; mines unpro- 
tected! seamen were made the vietims of press gangs, and the worker generally 
the victim of rapaciousness and greed on the part of others.

The shape of a tooth isathe result 


of ages of evolution. It would be im- 
possible for us to improve upon the 
plun of a normal tooth. When de- 
cay, or caries)has destroyed a part of 
the contour of a tooth, that contour 
must be restored if the tooth is to do 
its work and remain a desirable neigh- 
bor tothe bdther tééth in the ‘mouth 
and to the. gums, After the cavity 
is shaped right, the dentist: thorough- 
ly dries and sterilizes it and places 
the filling material so that every part 
of the cavity is exactly filled. Then 
he builds the filling to imitate the 
original shape of the tooth, Every 
little line and every ridge-and cone is 
duplicated; The margins of the fill- 
ing are so carefully and closely ap- 
proximated that the cavity is hermett: 
cally sealed. » The most difficult place 
to shape and finisha filling is at the 
gum niargin between the teeth. Ifa 
filing should be left rough or should 
become roughened from hard use, it 
becomes a source of ‘danger to’ the 
health of the mouth because it retains 
food, causes irritation to the tongue 
or cheek or lip and many times holds 
food tightly packed against the gum 
If there is too much space between 
the teeth, or if there is projecting fill- 
ing or a roughened area, pyorrhea will 
usually be started by infection that 
follows constant bruising of the gum. 

If a filling is too high, the tooth 
will have more than its share of pres- 
sure and either the filling will give 
wey or the tooth will be loosenes ip 
its socket and the pulp will be des- 
troyed. ‘This means soreness at first 
and eventually an abscess. The cor- 
rect filling of a tooth is one of the 
most skillful Operations that man has 
ever learned to perform. Like many 
other good things, the better they are 
the less we hear about them. It is 
the bad ones that raise Cain.

A Modern Safe 


This Safe is Said to be Bane of the 
Burglar : 

Ever since the notion of constrict: 
ing a strong room was concelved there 
has been a constant struggle between 
the inventor and the burglar. Fora 
long time the burglar seemed to gét 
the better of the inventor, and the 
Selentific safe-breaker with his elec: 
tric cutting tools and other elaborate 
devices has become almost a popular 
figure ‘in fiction. The modern safe, 
however, as designed and constructed 
in Great Britain. {s enough to make 
the most up-to-date burglar feel that 
he might as well retire from the busi- 
ness. The strongest plates in the 
best safes of today are placed inside, 
where they are most diMeult to get 
at, instead of being used’ to form the 
exterior, The steel used is a special 
alloy which offers the highest possible 
resistance both as to drilling and to 
the action of-a cutting flame. By 
means of:a special hinge the doors of 
the safe are carried on ball and roller 
bearings and enter straight into the 
frame, instead of swinging round 
in the ordinary way. By this means 
an airtight and watertight joint is ob- 
tained. The doors of strong rooms 
are made of hollow manganese steel, 
finished with great accuracy and fitted | 
to a thickness of about 16 in. with 
steel plates of different resisting 
properties. “An electifict screen is 
also fitted’ on the door to sound an 
alarm when the door is penetrated by 
any means. In addiifon, to combina- 
tion locks controlling the bolts of the 
door there is a time lock which pre- 
vents the door from being opened by. 
anyone within a certain. time from 
shutting. Im addition to these pvre- 
cautions a Brilish maker recommends 
the employment of an outer wall of 
hard brick to protect an intermediate’ 
wall of reinforeed concrete with an 
inner compartment of tough steel, 
armor plate, or the special alloy al- 
ready mentioned. These ingenfous 
developments will serve to illustrate 
that in these days of British seienti- 
fie manufacture the way of the trans- 
gressor ts indeed hard.

British’ Firm Has Put New Type of 
Tractor on Market 

At a récent agricultural exhibition 
in England one of the leading British 
firms showed a new form of tractor 
for which many practical advantages 
are claimed. lt is a. lightweight ma- 
chine, the total weight. being only 27 
ewt., but it Is capable of publing a 
three-furrow plough of average land 
‘The engine, which develops 20 horse- 
power, has two cylinders and is fitted 
with a two-speed and reverse gear as 
part of the engine unit.. Roller chains 
transmit the drive to the differential 
and the hind wheels. An important 
novelty ig the use of roller bearings 
throughout the machine in order to 
economize power. The makers of 
this machine guarantee that it is so 
sound in design and construction that 
the cost of replacements due to fair 
wear and teat shall not exceed £5, 
£10 and £15 respectively for the first 
three years from the date of purchase,

Roadless. Vehicles 


New Type of Vehicle Witir Caterpillar 
Track Can Go Anywhere 


The eost of making roads does not 
tend. to diminish, and there is still 
room in innumerable ~parts of the 
world for vehicles which are able to 
transverse which is not provided with 
any surface approxiniating the level, 
This problem has been taken up anew 
by British engineers in the light of ex 
perience obfained with tanks during 
the war. A: three-ton lorry running 
on an ordinary road will carry about 


a tank used on ordinary cross country 
work does only seven ton miles to thx 
gallon. Various causes aceount for 
this difference,-and a British engineer 
has snggestéd a new method of sus- 
pending the vehicle so as to over: 
come the main difficulties. He sug 
ests that ropes and springs should be 
used to carry a vehicle so that an even 
distribulion of the. weight on the 
caterpillar track would. be obtained. 
Suspended in this way, this engineer 
claims, a vehicle travelling between 
20 and 25 .miles' per hour can pass 
over two railway sleepers placed one 
on top of the other without imparting 
any perceptible-up and down move- 
The weight of 
the track shoes and links can also be 
greatly reduced, He has designed 
he bearings so that they are protect- 
ed froin sand and mud; and by a new 
means of steering he has reduced the 
excess power required in travelling 
round curves. His ultimate claim is 
that his machine can tridvel across 
country at an average speed of ten 
miles per hour and with an efficlency 
of twenty-oné ton miles per gallon,

Assuming Large Proportions 


Women are breaking into every line 
of endeayor in Canada, even to invad- 


ing flelds previously considered to be | 


peculiarly man’s, Last 
taxicab company, not only the direc 
tors ant officials but also the em 
ployees of which were women, was or 
ganized at Vancouver. The same 
province, saw the elevajion of the first 
Canadian woman to eabinet rank fn 
the Provincial Government. This 
year the first woman to be elected fin 
a Federal riding too her seat in the 
House at Ottawa. The first Western 
Canadian. woman to set out on the 
practice of law opened an office in an 
Alberta city a short while ago, and in 
the fall tefm, McGill University regis 
tered its first: woman dental student, 
Pioneer women are to be found in 
practically every line of ‘activity in 
Canada, and the women who have 
achieved success and prosperity in the 
Yarious phases of farming are numer- 
ous in every section of the country. 

Another Jaurel must be added to the 
honors gained by Canadian women as 
pioneers in all professions. in the an- 
nouncement that the newly establish 
ed course of bee husbandry at the Uni 
versity of Saskatchewan is to be pre 
sided oyer by a lady of the province 
Miss: Ethel May Brayford. It is only 
of recent years that the Canadian 
prairie provinces havé come to pay 
any serious attention to the. produc 
tion of honey, and whilst there is a 
truly remarkable development under 
way, the province of. Saskatchewan 
has fallen behind bev sisters, Alberta 
and Manitoba, in this respect, and it is 
in an effort to remedy it that the 
course has been instituted. 

Official attention was drawn to Miss 
Brayford when she was acting as lee 
turer and demonstrator with bees on 
the “Saskatchewan Better Farming 
Train, Bees with her have been « 
life study and honey culture engrosses 
her exclusively, In thé year 1921 she 
gathered 915 pounds of honey from § 
hives and sold it at 40 cents a pound,

in addition to several hives which sho | 


disposed of to neighbors, Though 
the 1922 crop has not been wejgh@a, 
180, pounds of honey were extracted 
from the first hive. This work marks 
her as a real pratical exponent of bee 
culture, in addition to what pedagogic 
qualities she may possess, and ex- 
plains her appointment to this. import- 
ant position. 

Miss Brayford's observations should 
be of interest to prairie farmers con- 
centrating their activities on large 
herds .of cattle or expantive wheat 
flelds, “T think bees are the most 
profitable sideline for farming one can 
have,” she says, “for they caryy the 
pollen to all lowers on vine dnd fru 
crops.” In her opinion beekeeping is 
one of Canada’s neglected industries, 
this being particularly trye of the 
west, and thousands of dollars are lost 
every year which farmers. might be 
adding (o-their incomes. She believes 
that the culture can successfully and 
profitably be taken up by more wo 
men. ‘ 

That interest in beekeeping in Sas 
katchewan and the entire west is in 
creasing is apparent from the. many 
requests Miss Brayford has had fer 
hives asthe result of her tolr and the 
manner in which she has been bons 
harded with letters asking, advice on 
the establishment of hives. Her own 
success is bullt up on a lifelong study 
of the insects and a natural love iar 
what was first a hobby and has now 
developed into a profitable commercial 
undertaking. Coming from the east 
to Saskaichewan, she realized she 
could not follow the same methods 
owing to the shortness of the season, 
and she has developed the industry on 
lines particularly adapted to the west 
ern. provincial conditions, which she 
will disseminate through the beekeep- 
nig course at the university, 

Though beekeeping bas not yet at- 
tained important proportions ip the 
prairie provinces, It is rapidly reach- 
ing the status of an industry worthy 
of note, and there is nothing in the 
prevailing conditions of that area to 
prevent its continuoygs increase. A 
farmer in ihe Grenfell district of Sas 
kaichewan obtained one thousand 
pounds. of first-class honey from thir- 
teen two-frame hives, in addition to 
which the bees increased to seventeen 
colonies. A Northern Manitoba far- 
mer secured $1,500 in one season from 
$3 hives, and another farmer in the 
same province, from a stray \hive 
which settled on his farm six years 
ago, has increased to 76 colonies, and 
lmst year the faymer sold more than 
two tons of honey. 

In the year 1921, Manitoba had 14, 
721 colonies of bees, wherens. there

Raising Pullets For 
Next Winter’s Laying 


Pullets, in order to be good layers 
in winter, must be hatched early and 
ve]l raised. They must also be of a 
good laying strain. An effective me- 
thod of improving egg laying, propen- 
sities in a flock is that of using male 
birds from selected females with high 
records of production, It should 
the aim of all raisers of poultry to 
have their pullets laying in Novem- 
ber, therefore, plans for the spring 
hatching must be completed early, the 
pens mated during the first part of 
March, and hatching begun a week or 
ven days later. 


Birds of the utility breeds should be 
hatched before the tirst of May. Birds 
of the lighter breeds, maturing more 
quickly, can be hatched a little later 
and be sufficiently mature to begin 
laying in the fa]l. As broddiness in 
hens does not generally occur at this 
time of year the incubator is almost 
an esséntial in obtaining sufficient 
chicks to have a good flock of pullets 
ready to begin laying in November. 

By the time the chicks are hatched 
it may be possibie to secure enough 
broody hens to care for them; failing 
this, an artificial brooder is necessary. 
By transferring the cnicks to broody 
hens the extra expense and all the 
work with an artificia] brooder can be 
eliminated. Hens shouid not be ai- 
lowed free range while the chicks are 
young; they should be enciosed in 
coops with slatted fronts through 
which the young chickens can escape 
and gaon™the freedom and exercise ne- 
cessary. 


When it is necessary to use an arti- 
ficial brooder the conditions should 
imitate as sloseiy as possibie natural 
brodding conditions. he mother hen 
provides warmth, dryness, fresh — air 
and exercise. The artificia] brooder 
should therefore provide a constant 
temperature immediately surrounding 
it. ‘he brooder house should be dry, 
free from drafts, and have ample fresh 
air. Sunshine is beneficial for young 
chicks. Full use should be made of 
all available, while a shade must also 
be provided for protection when the 
sun is too strong. The utmost care 
must be taken with chicks kept in ar- 
tificial brooders to. prevent them from 
huddling together in heape in the cor- 
ners. This practice brings about a 
weakness and a resultant high mortal- 
ity. Crowding is a sign that the chicks 
are not warm enough. It can be pre- 
vented by placing boards across. the 
corners of the brooder, and by keep- 
ing the proper temperature under the 
hoover. : 

There are no hard and fast raies for 
feeding chicks, but there are a few 
oints which should be kept in mind 


in order to achievegood results. Dur- 
ing the first forty-eight hours the 
chicks should be given no food. The 
first meal should include some chick 
grit or coarse sand and 4 litvle char- 
coal, Oatmeal makes a satisfactory 
food when fed alone or mied with hard 
boiled egg. uttermilk ami sour skim- 
milk shoul. be given sparingly’ and 
often, and an effort made ro keap the 
chicks busy in search of it vi til even- 
on the floor makes an excellent litter 
for the chicks to work in, “ 

During the summer plenty of free 
range, preferably sheitered by trees 
{or shrubs, should be propided for the 
|growing birds. In a range of this 
kind, food such as insects, worms, and 
| forage -will be made use of, and very 

profitable gains will be made for the 
feed actually given. The ration while 
the birds are in the open should be a 
fairly generous one, as during this 
time they are taking considerable ex- 
ercise and making their greatest 
growth, ‘The cockerels should be sep- 
arated from the pullets during the 
latter part of August. The winter 
quarters should be thoroughly cleaned 
and the pullets housed directly the 
nights turn cold, y this time the pul- 
lets shoult be nearing maturity, Open 
runways in front of the winter quar- 
ters provide a good place for exercise 
and also forage until winter begins,
